Thae tolls on thia routs ara only 67 cents,
and the first tollgnto Is Just boyvond Wer-
nersville, 83 milea from Independence
Square. ‘The last tollgate Is fust this side
of Lebanon about 10 miles from the frst.

From Independence Snuare tho route s
pouthh on Oth street to Walnut stroast, west
to Hroad streat, north, elreling about Clty
Hall and past the: Baldwin Locomotlve
Worla to Spring CGarden street, and west to
the Monumental Fountaln entrance of Falr-
mount Park.

At the monument turn left
keeping left ot Lincaln Monument, and
pasn under railroad tracks coming anlong
the Schuyllill River on the left. (o over
